Imports of wheat are controlled

| Affairs and the Foreign Trade De- 
partment of the Bank of Brazil. 
|The Advisory Commission directs 
\the importation of wheat and 
‘equipment for its industrializa- 
tion, while the Foreign Trade De- 
partment is responsible for the 
financial side of the operations. 


Government Policy 

The government’s policy of deal- 
ing both with the production and 
the import problems has been the 
subject of much controversy, but 
there is no contention as to its pre- 
caution in not spending hard cur- 
rencies on wheat importation. 


According to the Production 
| Statistics Service of the Ministry 
lof Agriculture, in the 1955-56 
crop Brazil produced a total of 
983,000 tons from a planted area 
| of a little over one million hectares 
(one hectare equals 2.471 acres), 
for a yield of 906 kilograms per 
hectare (see Table I at top of 
| page). 

Percentage in Wheat 

About five per cent of the coun- 
trys overall cultivated area is 
planted to wheat. About 93 per 
cent of the total area planted to 
wheat is in the states of Rio 
Grande do Sul and Santa Cata- 
rina, of which Rio Grande ac- 
| counts for 80 per cent. 

At the last meeting of the Tech- 
|nical Commission for Wheat it 
was announced that in the last 
crop Brazil produced varieties of 


seed comparable to the best in the 
world as regards yield. When a 
new variety is produced in the 
United States and Europe exceed- 
ing the previous yield by five to 
six per cent, it is considered im- 
portant news. Yet in Brazil re- 
cently varieties of seed have been 
produced improving the yield by 
from fifty to seventy per cent. 


Yield Figures 

Despite the good quality seed 
developed by the Southern Insti- 
tute of Agronomy and the good 
vegetal sanitation methods em- 
ployed by specialized agronomists, 
the yield in Brazil is still rela- 
tively low: 848 kilograms to a hec- 
tare in 1953; 806 in 1954 and 906 
in 1955. The last improvement is 
undoubtedly due to the use of new 
varieties of seed. 

The improvement in yield in 
1955 over 1954 was of more than 
twelve per cent. Though the area 
planted in the two years was ap- 
proximately the same, the pro- 
duction was by thirteen per cent 
higher in 1955. However, in view 
of the high yield registered in 
other countries, the indices pre- 
sented by Brazil, despite the pros- 
pects shown by the last crop, are 
still not considered satisfactory 
(see Table II at foot of page). 


Factor of Climate 

Though formerly it had been 
thought that wheat cultivation 
would be extended even to the 
northeastern planting is 
still concentrated in the states of 
Rio Grande do Sul and Santa Ca- 
tarina, due to suitable climate 
conditions. The total cultivated 
area in these two states is 3,500,- 
000 hectares, of which 2,800,000 
are in Rio Grande. Granted that 
progress in work on genetics and 
soil preparation will in the near

future enable Brazil to obtain the 
same yield per unit planted as jp 
Argentina (about 1,200 kilograms 
to the hectare), Brazil would have 
to cultivate approximately 2,100. 
000 hectares to meet the present 
domestic demand. 


Other Grains Grown 
Today only about 29 per cen 
(one million hectares) of the 
3,500,000 hectares of 
land in Rio Grande and 
Catarina are 
since corn, rice, Mani 
and the like, are also very in.

Large Wheat Deficit 

Thus it seems hardly probabk 
that Brazil today producing onl 
one-fifth of the yearly wheat con- 
sumption and with a great part 
of the available suitable acreag:

New Growing Areas : 
However, wheat cultivation is 
being attempted with some pros 
pects of success in the states of 
Sao Paulo and Parana. The smal 
areas so far planted in these tw 
states have not yet shown satis 
factory yield. But soil and genet 
ics specialists continue their et 
deavors, and if these are succes* 
ful Brazil in the next few years 
will have made a large stride 
towards freeing wheat cultivatio 
from its present limitations.

The death of Dom Joao’s 
mother, Dona Maria, made him 
king in name as well as in fatt, 
and he is known to history as Dom 
Joao VI. To his son, the Crown 
Prince Dom Pedro, the Emperor 
said just before sailing to Europe: 
“Pedro, Brazil is shortly going 
break away from Portugal. If this 
happens, place the crown on your 
head, before some adventurer gets 
his hands on it.”
